Exam time. The independent exam system 
at Hollins is unique in that Hollins allows 
students to take their exams, which last no 
more than three hours, when they feel that 
they are ready. The independent exam sys¬ 
tem also takes some of the pressure off of 
having to take the exam on a certain day and 
time.

Each exam is distributed under the Honor 
Code, which governs Hollins in everything 
we do.
